Too much tourism can be a very 
negative force, especially when the 
level of tourism is greater than the 
community and environment’s ability 
to handle its impact. The community 
is affected by increased traffic, 
competition for resources (such as 
groceries), and higher prices (tourists 
will pay premiums). Favorite places 
you use to take for granted are now 
crowded with visitors. 


The local residents will feel the effects 
of increased prices for services and 
consumer staples. Rents increase, 
and housing becomes out of reach 
for many. Land is gobbled up for 
commercial use, and many natural 
areas disappear. Taxes must increase 
to handle the pressure caused by 
the influx of visitors. Services that 
once were capable of handling a 
community must now be rebuilt or 
enlarged—more water, sewer, trash, 


police, fire stations, traffic lights, 
road maintenance, etc. 

It’s a vicious circle that will never 
end. Developers and businesses say, 
“We need more tourism for jobs and 
to sustain the economy...”—however, 
this mantra is a lie. Most jobs created 
by tourism are low paying, part-time 
and seasonal. In reality, the ability to 
handle the growth is never realized 
because we always need one more 
traffic light, one more fire station, 
more police protection, and more 
ordinances to control the growth. 


The community becomes fragmented 
with so many new people coming 
and going—constant transience with 
groups of people having no interest in 
the community but seeing it only asa 
temporary pleasure. 


The impact on the environment is 
subtle and at first unnoticeable. 
Natural habitats gradually disappear, 
and the wildlife goes with it. Trees 
are cut. Buildings and parking lots 
proliferate. The sewage increase can 
overburden the community, too. 


Air pollution and noise increases 
due to more traffic. The litter on our 
beaches is a huge problem. How 
many plastic bottles, beer cans, 
cigarette butts, Styrofoam cups and 
abandoned paraphernalia are left 
behind? 


The list goes on and on. It’s a perpetual 
loop with no end.

Okay, 
but just realize the residents and 
environment will pay the final price.

When It Comes to Saving Florida’s 
Environment, DeSantis Gets It—So Far

Gov. Ron DeSantis got lots of attention when 
he focused on the environment for a handful of 
paragraphs during his inauguration speech last 
week. 


The unusually optimistic reaction shows that 
Floridians who hope to preserve a few precious 
pieces of this remarkable place are starved for hope 
and desperate for leadership. 


DeSantis began his green passage with an 
understatement: “Our economic potential will be 
jeopardized if we do not solve the problems afflicting 
our environment and water resources.” 


In truth, Florida’s economy won’t merely be 
Seopardized” if we don’t clean up our act; it will 
be strangled. Witness the crushing impact of the 
marathon red-tide outbreak and blue-green algae 
blooms upon businesses in coastal communities. 
That was a harrowing, nauseating, tourist-repelling 
glimpse of the future. 


But, unlike his predecessor, DeSantis seems 
to grasp that it’s a serious long-term challenge, 
not a fleeting scientific anomaly-turned-political 
inconvenience. “The quality of our water and 
environmental surroundings are foundational to 
our prosperity as a state,” DeSantis said. “It doesn’t 
just drive tourism; it affects property values, 
anchors many local economies and is central to our 
quality of life. 
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“The water is part and parcel of Florida’s DNA,” he 
went on. “Protecting it is the smart thing to do; it’s 
also the right thing to do.” 


Some wariness from the public would make sense, 
because this isn’t the first time we’ve heard such 
words from politicians who—in times of choking red 
tides or slime-covered rivers—become born-again 
environmentalists. The test, of course, is how hard 
(or if) the politicians back up their words after the 
campaign is over. 


DeSantis is wasting no time. On Thursday, he issued 
a head-spinning executive order calling for a $2.5 
billion hike in environmental funding, including 
increased water-quality monitoring, a purge of 
septic tanks, and—hang on—a ban on fracking. 
This is a Republican, folks, one who apparently has 
heard of Theodore Roosevelt. 


Like former Gov. Rick Scott, DeSantis has received 
campaign contributions from some developers, 
industries and agricultural interests that are 
prolific polluters of Florida waterways. But the new 
governor’s supporters—including environmental 
groups suchas the Everglades Trust and Bullsugar— 
like him because he spoke out strongly against Big 
Sugar, a major source of nutrient pollution in the 
Everglades. 


DeSantis refused to accept any direct donations 
from cane growers and opposes government price 
supports for the industry. It was an unusually 
tough stance for anyone seeking statewide office

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in Florida, but don’t forget that Scott presented 
essentially the same anti-sugar message during 
his first run for governor. Then, after winning the 
race, Scott experienced either instant amnesia or a 
180-degree epiphany. For the next eight years, you 
could have filled a dump truck with all the money 
his political action committees took hungrily from 
Big Sugar, and Big Sugar was well rewarded. Scott 
obediently endorsed the GOP Legislature’s awful 
rewrite of Florida ‘s clean-water laws, effectively 
allowing major agricultural operations to police 
their own waste practices. 


Is DeSantis sincere enough, or gutsy enough, to 
try to roll back an environmentally destructive law 
passed by his own party? What would have once 
been a rhetorical question doesn’t seem so pointless 
now. 


Last week DeSantis ordered that environmental 
enforcement responsibilities be returned to the 
Department of Environmental Regulation, an 
agency that Scott had systemically disemboweled 
and underfunded. Last year the whole world got to 
see what happens when nobody’s paying enough 
attention to water quality—dead dolphins rotting 
on the beach and wheezing tourists bolting for the 
airports. 


DeSantis wants to expedite construction of the 
Everglades reservoir south of Lake Okeechobee to 
help filter fertilizer-laden runoff from farm fields, 
and he also promised to appoint a chief science 
officer. 


That’s not a typo. The man actually used the word 
“science,” implying he might believe in it. That’s as 
shocking as it is encouraging, because DeSantis 
has never warmly embraced the extremely scientific 
concept of climate change. Environmental leaders 
were uncharacteristically starry-eyed after hearing 
about DeSantis’ order. One called it “amazing,” and 
another said it was “a little like Christmas morning.” 


Another way the new governor would make a 
big splash: Invigorate the desiccated water- 
management districts by appointing sharp 
independent people to the boards, and by rehiring 
experts who got dumped or fled during the Scott 
administration. 


The worst hack fest is the South Florida Water 
Management District, whose stealth re-leasing of 
state land to sugar giant Florida Crystals angered 
many people, including Rep. Brian Mast and 
DeSantis himself, who’d just been elected at the 
time. That tract of property was slated to be part 
of the planned Everglades reservoir. On Thursday, 
with Mast undoubtedly cheering to himself, 
DeSantis asked for the resignations of all SFWMD 
board members. 


That got the right people’s attention. And while it’s 
naive to think DeSantis will always put Florida ‘s 
imperiled waterways ahead of corporate campaign

donors, he has a personal investment in the cause 
that some officeholders don’t: DeSantis is a native 
Floridian with children young enough to marvel 
at the outdoors. He’s also deeply religious, and 
some evangelicals oppose trashing a place that 
they believe God created. DeSantis alluded to that 
notion in his inaugural speech. 


And, sounding like a mix of Teddy Roosevelt and 
Winston Churchill, he also said: “We will fight toxic 
blue-green algae, we will fight discharges from Lake 
Okeechobee, we fight red tide, we will fight for our 
fishermen, we will fight for our beaches, we will 
fight to restore our Everglades and we will never 
quit, we won’t be cowed and we won’t let the foot- 
draggers stand in the way.”

Destin’s #1 Billboard Charting 
Artist Talks Music’s Biggest Night 


By Michael J Thomas 


I am a voting member of the National Association 
of Recording Arts & Science (NARAS), better known 
as the Grammy Awards. Voting membership is for 
performers, songwriters, producers, engineers, 
instrumentalists and other creators currently 
working in the recording industry. This is my fourth 
year as a voting member, and I will make my second 
attendance at the 61st Grammy Awards on Sunday, 
Feb. 10. 


As a voting member, it is my responsibility to listen 
to submissions in the categories that I choose to 
vote in. The process can be tedious and rewarding. 
Artists from all around the world connect with me 
via social media, email or direct mail to pitch their 
submissions for my voting consideration. I get the 
opportunity to hear music that I would have never 
been exposed to without my membership, and it’s 
pretty cool when artists I’ve voted for are nominated 
for and/or win a Grammy. 


People often ask me what it is like to attend the 
Grammys. There is so much more to the Grammy 
Awards than what the general public sees on 
television. Most of the awards are not televised. The 
televised portion focuses on what I would consider 
pop culture to the mainstream—the most popular 
genres of music. 


However, the portion that is titled Grammy Awards 
Premiere Ceremony (streamed online) is just as 
professionally carried out as the televised portion. 
The host on my first attendance, the 59th Grammy 
Awards, was comedian Margaret Cho. She was 
really funny and improvised quite a bit during the 
show by interacting with guests and nominees/ 
winners. 


There are also live performances during the show— 
some really incredible artists that, in my opinion, 
are much better than most of the performances 
on the televised ceremony. The Premier Ceremony 
lasts roughly three hours. 


That brings me to the show that you will see on TV. It 
is amazing to see what goes on behind the scenes. 
The stage sets are impressive. The main backdrop 
hides the crews working behind the scenes. I 
remember watching them setting up for Beyonce’s 
performance. The long table she was sitting on top 
of in a chair during her performance was actually 
just several six-foot rectangle banquet tables put 
together and covered with decorations. There were 
flower petals all over the stage, and at commercial 
break there was probably a 30-member crew with 
brooms sweeping them up into garbage bags. 


Because it is televised, we are given cues of when to 
applaud, etc. when going to commercial or coming 
back from a break. There is a television delay, so 
I actually heard Adele swear after she stopped the 
performance of “Fastlove” during a tribute to George 
Michael, who died earlier that year.

“My Love” from MJT’s DRIVEN album. 


There was a technical glitch where she couldn’t hear 
herself sing, and it sounded to me like she started 
singing in the wrong key. She wanted to make it 
right to honor George Michael’s legacy, and after 
resuming, it was a magnificent performance with 
the orchestra backing her up. There was another 
tribute to Prince performed by Bruno Mars and 
Morris Day & the Time...that was the highlight of 
the show for me. 


After the show, I attended the official Grammy after 
party, and do they know how to throw a party! There 
is a jazz room with a big band performing and a 
buffet spread. In the (massive) main room was Kool 
& the Gang performing all their hits. The theme 
was “A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” an ethereal 
soiree that included more than 50 costumed 
performers and aerialists, custom buffet stations, 
fog machines, and a performance tree. More than 
5,000 guests attended. 


I ended up at an after after party in the Millennium 
Biltmore, a famous landmark with some serious 
Hollywood history including the Oscars. I struck 
up a conversation with a guy there and asked 
him what he does in the biz, and he nonchalantly 
said he produced 2Pac. We friended each other on 
Facebook. He was being modest. I Googled him and 
found out he’s still quite active and has even worked 
with Mariah Carey. 
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Grammy day is a long day, but it’s also a lot of 
fun and worth it. You meet a lot of folks that 
are really accomplished, and for the most part, 
everyone is cool and respectful no matter what 
level of success you are at in your career. It’s great 
camaraderie, and the friends I have made I can ask 
for advice and vice versa.

THE GRAMMYS 


1. The Recording Academy receives more than 20,000 
submissions each year. 


2. The Recording Academy approves membership 
at its sole discretion based on its assessment of the 
submission. 


3. In 2004, the Staples Center in Los Angeles became 
the permanent host of the Grammys. The exception 
was the 60th Annual Grammy Awards, which were 
hosted in New York City in 2018 due to it being a 
special anniversary. 


4. Most of the Grammy Awards takes place prior to 
the telecast and is live streamed. 


5. There are currently 30 fields (General, Pop, Gospel, 
Classical, etc.) and 84 distinct award categories across 
those fields. 


6. Eligible voters are permitted to vote in the four 
General Field categories (Album of the Year, Record 
of the Year, Song of the Year, and Best New Artist) 
and up to 15 additional award categories, based on 
their genres and areas of expertise. 


7. For the 61st Annual GRAMMY Awards, recordings 
musthave beenreleased between October 1,2017 and 
September 30, 2018. This sometimes confuses fans if 
their artist drops an album in the last quarter of the 
year because they think that artist is being snubbed. In 
actuality, they are not eligible until the following year. 


8. The gramophone statuettes awarded to the 
winners are not the actual awards they will take home 
with them. The real ones are mailed out to the winners 
at a later date after they have been engraved. No one 
really knows the outcome until the opened envelope 
reveals the winner. 


9. When you attend the Official Grammy After Party, 
you get a swag bag of goodies. There were some 
interesting things in mine like a Hello Kitty sweatband 
and a chocolate protein bar. 


10. The Recording Academy's charity MusiCares 
provides a safety net of critical assistance for music 
people in times of need. MusiCares’ services and 
resources cover a wide range of Financial, medical and 
personal emergencies, and each case is treated with 
integrity and confidentiality.

Rockin’ and Rebuilding...Again 


By Nikki Hedrick 


“Back in St. Louis, we’ve dealt with 
tornadoes, floods, all kinds of stuff, 
but nothing in remote comparison 
to what happened for Hurricane 
Michael,” says John Wolffer. 


Moved by the sheer scope of Michael’s 
destruction, Wolffer founded Rock 
the Rebuild to facilitate a benefit 
concert. Their December event raised 
funds for Bay County’s Habitat for 
Humanity and left them with a desire 
to do more. 


Rock the Rebuild 2.0 will take place 
Saturday, Feb. 9, from 4 PM to 
midnight in downtown Fort Walton 
Beach. Both Enlightened Studios and 
the Green Door Music Hall will host 
over a dozen musical acts. 


Event coordinator and Qwerty band 
member Christian Mayes tells 
Beachcomber, “We intend to unite our 
community with itself while raising 
funds to help the students of Bay 
County. Every little bit helps in this 
continued effort to keep morale and 
hope alive and growing amongst the 
victims of this devastating storm.” 


Wolffer explains how he came to this 
area: “T'll try to mail out the Cliff Notes 
here. Allen (Rayfield) and I played 
music together back when I was a 
teenager for a short amount of time, 
and we lost contact. He reached out 
to me on Facebook, going on just a 
little bit more than two years ago. He 
started telling me what he was doing, 
and I was telling him what I was doing 
at the time. I was playing music a 


little bit—playing in a church, weekly 
services, pickup gigs, stuff like that. 


“I wasn’t really completely involved in 
the music scene. He started telling me 
about the Panhandle and the music 
scene around the area. He was just like, 
‘Yeah, come on down. Play two, three, 
four, five, six, seven nights a week. 
Yeah, there’s all kinds of people that 
are doing it.’ I’m like, Okay, yeah, sure. 


“(’'m) from the Show Me state, so the 
first inclination is, Yeah, I have to see 
it to believe it. But the good news is, it 
didn’t take long for me to figure that 
one out. It just so happened on the day 
that he was telling me all about this, 
and he said, ‘Yeah, come on down,’ 
was the day I was literally packing my 
bags anyways to go down to Florida. I 
just had an extended vacation of going 
on about two years now.” 


Like most of us, Wolffer was tuned 
into Hurricane Michael’s track. “I 
stayed up all night worrying about the 
hurricane... and I realized how lucky I 
was. I ended up going over to Panama 
City with a friend. We went over to 
take a look at the damage and decided 
we needed to try to do something.” 


Those were the seeds of Rock the 
Rebuild. For Rock the Rebuild 2.0, 
Wolffer chose a beneficiary relating to 
his musical instrument of choice. “It 
definitely hits me in a soft spot, being 
the fact that I’m a drummer and I’ve 
been through the whole marching 
band.” 


With their eye towards Bay High 
School’s drumline needs (with upwards 


of a $25,000 price tag attached), Rock 
the Rebuild 2.0 hopes to make a dent 
in those fundraising efforts. 


“I guess the thing to be able to take 
away from it is it’s all volunteers,” 
says Wolffer. “It’s all people that stood 
up to the plate to try to be able to do 
something. It’s as grassroots as it 
gets. There’s no organization tied to 
this. There’s no nonprofit tied to it. It’s 
literally just a group of a few concerned 
citizens that wanted to throw a good 
concert and a good thing.” 


With local businesses donating silent 
auction and sponsorship items, bands 
donating their time, and volunteers 
helping the event come together, Rock 
the Rebuild 2.0 is indeed a community 
effort. 


As for Wolffer, he can be found filling in 
behind the drum kit with area bands 
and playing most Monday nights at 
Destin’s Funky Blues Shack for the 
weekly Emerald Coast Blues Society 
jam.

Blacksmithing began during the Iron Age, around 
1200 B.C., when people across much of Europe, 
Asia and parts of Africa began making tools and 
weapons from iron and steel. A blacksmith—also 
called a smith—was a craftsman whose job was to 
make things by hand out of metal that had been 
heated to a high temperature over a forge. The forge 
was used by the blacksmith to heat a piece of metal 
to a temperature where it becomes soft enough to 
shape by hammering on it. 


According to a September 2016 Washington Post 
article: “The revival of handcrafted metalwork is 
reflected in the increasing number of blacksmiths 
across the country. Since 1973, the Artist- 
Blacksmith’s Association of North America has 
grown from 92 members to 4,087 today.” 


Locally, Master Craftsman David Sandlin is 
playing a role in the revival of blacksmithing with 
his business Traditions Workshop. Sandlin, who 
is retired from the military, opened Traditions 
Workshop in November 2017. “Growing up, I was 
always tinkering and building. I was a carpenter’s 
aide to my dad when I was twelve,” he tells 
Beachcomber. 


Traditions Workshop is dedicated to the passing 
on of their craft skills. When apprentices and 
journeymen (workers who have learned a trade and 
work for another person) come to the shop, they 
experience the Scandinavian concept of Sléjd, Sléjd 
is the time-honored practice of handcraft using 
traditional tools to create objects for everyday use 
in and around the home. The workshop is a hybrid 
shop where power tools can be found as well as 
planes, saws, scrapers, adzes, needles and thread. 


Traditions Workshop is an extended family business. 
Sandlin’s son Christopher is a Journeyman 


Blacksmith and Woodturner. His daughter Jessica 
is a Journeyman dressmaker and designer of band

saw boxes. Sandlin’s wife of 29 years, Anna, is a 
painter and a seamstress. Billy Hay is aJourneyman 
Blacksmith who is expanding his craftsman skills to 
furniture restoration and repair. Hay’s wife Jennifer 
adds woodburning to the set of skills in the shop. 


Sandlin and Hay are members of the Florida Artists 
Blacksmithing Association (FABA) Panhandle 
Chapter. They will host the January and February 
meetings on the fourth Saturdays of each month. 
Anyone is welcome at the FABA meetings. FABA 
is a 5O1(c)(3) nonprofit dedicated to teaching and 
preserving the art and craft of the blacksmith. First 
formed in 1984, FABA is an affiliate of the Artist- 
Blacksmith’s Association of North America (ABANA). 


Traditions Workshop offers an Introduction to 
Blacksmithing class at the Heritage Museum of 
Northwest Florida in Valparaiso which covers 
basic forge techniques, hammer control, safety and 
teamwork. This class is required before you can 
attend other classes or make use of open forge time. 
If you want to have access to a blacksmithing studio, 
Traditions Workshop offers “Forge on Friday” twice

a month. Class projects include a fire poker and a 
set of tongs. 


Traditions Workshop also works with Rocky Bayou 
Christian School students during their “JAN” 
term, where they come to the shop for one week of 
intensive blacksmithing. Students make hooks and 
nails, belt buckles and bottle openers. “It’s about 
experiencing real life in business,” says Sandlin. 


“We are old school. Our shop opens up opportunities 
for people to experience traditional craftwork. It’s 
exciting because you can’t really experience this in 
school anymore.” 


The Tradition Workshop Folk School classes at 
the Heritage Museum include Introduction to 
Blacksmithing, Introduction to Woodturning, Forge 
on Friday, and Introduction to Timber Framing. 
Participants must be 12 years of age. For more 
information, visit www.traditionsworkshop.com.

Fruit Liqueurs: Always in Season 


By Bruce Collier 


If you browse liquor stores like I do—constantly 
telling helpful staff that you’re just looking, and 
meaning it—you might find yourself drawn to the 
liqueurs, your eye pulled by the array of colors. 
And none are more colorful than those of fruit 
liqueurs. 


“Liqueurs” are different from “liquors.” Here’s how 
the U.S. Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) defines 
“liqueurs” (to add confusion, they’re also called 
“cordials” in parts of the country): 


27 CFR 5.22 The Standards of identity: (h)Class 
8; cordials and liqueurs. Cordials and liqueurs are 
products obtained by mixing or redistilling distilled 
spirits with or over fruits, flowers, plants, or pure 
juices therefrom, or other natural flavoring materials, 
or with extracts derived from infusions, percolation, 
or maceration of such materials, and containing 
sugar, dextrose, or levulose, or a combination thereof, 
in an amount not less than 2 1/2 percent by weight 
of the finished product. 


Sexy, right? These Class 8 beverages incorporate 
every known flavor on earth—chocolate, coffee, 
butterscotch, nuts, herbs, spices...and fruits, all 
kinds. I love fruit, and if I can drink mine, so much 
the better. 


Here are six liqueurs I sampled. Four are available 
locally, two I bought on a trip to New York last 
Thanksgiving. 


Clear Creek 
Loganberry (36.18 
proof, 18.09 % 
ABV) 

$22.99 for 375 ml. 
USA 

Loganberry is a 
hybrid of raspberry 
and blackberry. The 
berries are macerated 
in clear fruit brandy. 
The liqueur is dark, 
blackish purple, 
opaque. Heady, rich 
perfumy scent, 
with traces 
of plum and 
vanilla, crushed 
ripe fruit. Full 
bodied, sweet 
and oily, mouth- 
filling, but with 
a tart finish that 
calls for seconds. 
The makers 
suggest it be 
drunk neat or 
served as an ice 
cream topping. 
It’s a true berry 
experience, like 

a homemade 
preserves but 
not overly sweet. 


TESTE wrtomart 


Thatcher’s Organic Blood Orange (30 proof, 

15% ABV) 

$21.99 for 750 ml. 

USA 

Distilled in Michigan by Temperance Distilling. 
Orange pink color. Scent is orange peel and pith, 
perfumy, sharp and bittersweet. Light and very 
thin-bodied, like juice. The citrus peel/pith flavor 
predominates, with a short, floral and pithy finish. 
Not really a sipping drink, but would be good for 
blending in cocktails or highballs—Old Fashioned, 
or with tonic or club soda. Almost a flavoring agent. 


Mandarine Napoleon Liqueur (76 proof, 38% 
ABV) 

$35.99 for 750 ml. 

France 

Macerations of both fresh and dried mandarins, 
reportedly flavored with green tea, clover, coriander, 
cumin, and 20 botanicals. Tangerine and spices, 
Cognac base. Scent is tangerine peel and pepper, 
warm spices. Tastes similar to Grand Marnier, but 
spicier, strong tangerine/orange, anise, pepper, 
candied orange peel like marmalade. Long finish, 
full bodied. Good on its own or mixed with rye or 
rum in a streamlined Old Fashioned with a dash of 
sour orange juice (no need for sugar or bitters), or 
with club soda and lemon twist in a long drink. 


Pama Pomegranate (34 proof, 17% ABV) 

$24.99 for 750 ml. 

USA 

Pomegranate juice with vodka and_ tequila 
base. Color in glass—blood orange red. Tart citrusy 


r * 
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scent. Bracing, sweet-tart taste, hits the tongue, 
with a little bit of heat. Cranberry, blood orange 
notes, very citrusy. Light bodied, with pithy, slightly 
bitter finish. Good with club soda, or in a Negroni (1 
oz. gin, 1 oz. sweet vermouth, 1 oz. Pama on ice) in 
place of Campari. 


Lejay Creme de cassis (36 proof, 18% ABV) 
£19.99 for 375 ml. 

France 

From Dijon. Dark, opaque almost blue color in 
glass. Fruit and vegetal scent. The taste is rich and 
full-bodied dark berry, slightly syrupy, with tart 
followed by sweet. Hint of herb and vanilla. Use a 
few drops of this in white wine (Kir) or champagne 
(Kir Royale), a traditional aperitif in France. 


Luxardo Sangue Morlacco (60 proof, 30% ABV) 
$23.99 for 750 ml. 

Italy 

Luxardo also makes maraschino cocktail cherries 
in syrup—world’s best ice cream topping—and a 
maraschino liqueur. Sangue Morlacco means “blood 
of the Morlaccos,” a warrior nation that fought the 
Turks for Venice. The scent is cherry syrup, like 
in Cherry Coke. The taste is more grown-up, dark 
cherry, sweet but with a spicy edge, full-bodied 
and slightly oily. Try 1/2 to one ounce of Sangue 
with two ounces of scotch, over ice with a lemon 
twist. It’s called a Highlander, and I made them 
with Loch Lomond single grain (barley), single- 
malt Glenmorangie and Oban, and Grant’s Family 
Reserve. I preferred Loch Lomond, but the peatier 
Grant’s also goes well with the deep cherry. 
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Bring on the Celebrity
